CULTURE 

Irises  are  not  particular  as  to  soil,  but  the  bearded  varieties  in 
general  prefer  an  alkaline  soil  rather  than  an  acid  or  humus  one. 
They  like  plenty  of  sunlight  and  are  able  to  withstand  severe  drought 
if  well  established.  The  beardless  and  crested  sorts,  including  the 
Sibericas  and  Spurias,  require  plenty  of  moisture  and  an  acid  soil, 
also  some  kinds  need  partial  shade.  Irises  should  be  planted  with 
the  top  of  the  rhizomes  level  with  the  top  of  the  ground  except  in  the 
case  of  late  fall  planting  when  they  should  be  more  deeply  covered  to 
prevent  heaving. 

TIME  TO  PLANT 

Bearded  Irises  may  be  transplanted  any  time  in  the  spring,  sum¬ 
mer  or  fall.  We  recommend  that  they  be  planted  immediately  after 
the  blooming  season  or  in  the  fall.  In  the  South,  Southwest  and 
Middle  West  where  summers  are  usually  hot  and  dry  we  strongly 
recommend  fall  planting,  which  may  be  carried  on  until  freezing. 

Beardless  Irises  should  be  planted  in  the  fall  or  in  early  spring 
when  growth  is  just  starting.

The  development  of  many  new  and  improved  fall  flowering  Irises 
is  one  of  the  greatest  advances  of  recent  years  in  the  Iris  world.  We 
offer  a  complete  list  of  the  newest  fall  bloomers  as  well  as  the  older 
ones.  The  originations  of  the  Sass  Brothers,  who  are  pioneering  in  this 
field,  are  offered  in  the  following  list,  many  of  them  for  the  first  time. 

For  best  results  fall  bloomers  should  be  brought  to  flower  as 
early  as  possible  in  the  spring  and  should  be  watered  in  the  fall  if 
the  season  is  dry.  More  frequent  dividing  and  resetting  than  with 
ordinary  Irises  is  also  advisable.  They  are  not  reliable  in  the  northern 


portion  of  the  country,  but  do  extremely  well  in  the  south.  With 
special  attention  they  can  be  made  to  bloom  even  in  the  North.
